‘y Say the Duke of Marlborough fince his arriva! tere 
has declared in a conference which he had with the 
Deputies of the States that the Intention of the Cneen 
of Great Britain, was to continue the War and puth 
the fare with all pofibleVigor which has becn nori!y’d to 
the Deputies of che fevera] Provinces in order to have 
their Confent thereupon. At the fime times the Allies 
are making vaft Preparations 11 Flanders and Srab.nc, 
and are Fortifying Warnetor, and ftowe other finail 
Places (which chey have poffeifed themiclyes ) in o1der 
to fecure the Tranipore of Provifions and Amumtion 
by Water along the River Lys, which are to be teac 
from hence to Zas Van Ghent, and from thence ro our 
Army: 

From Mufcow, that the Czar had refolved to leave 
that Place on the 17 or 18 Inftait, and go by the way 
of Petersburg to his Army before Riga, in order ct 
make himlelt Malter of that Place, which has been for 
a longtime blockt up, and is faid ro be reduced to the 
laft Extremity, being in want of all Neceflaries 

They continve te talk that the Saxons who are i;
